The Anza Zip, camp’s week¬ 
ly newspaper, will be three 
years old tomorrow. It will 
be the newspaper’s last birth- 

day too. 

On February 1, 1943 the first 
issue of the Zip appeared in 
mimeograph form. Two weeks 
later the Zip blossomed out in a 
four page commercially printed 
job on coated stock paper. The 
Zip adopted its present tabloid 
style on regular newsprint Sept¬ 
ember 20, 1944. 

Current circulation of the Zip 
is 3,000 copies weekly although 
the newspaper has had as many 
as 19,000 copies for a single issue 
—the edition honoring the 38th 
Infantry Division which was in¬ 
activated at this station last Oct¬ 
ober. 

First Editor 


f First editor was 1st Lt. Paul D. 
Ames, camp special service offi¬ 
cer, with Pvt Bernard E. Shedd 
as associate editor. The first issue 
on coated stock, 13 February 
1943, announced the arrival of 
Col. Earle R. Sarles who assumed 
command of Camp Anza on Feb¬ 
ruary. 9.

Famed 96th 'Deadeyes' Set 
For Inactivation Here Sun. 

Inactivation of the famed “Deadeye” 96th Infantry 
Division will take place at Camp Anza Sunday, completing 
the World War II history of one of the Army’s most colorful 
and celebrated divisions. - 

Major-General James “Smiling rrr;* 

Jim” L. Bradley, who has com- E^IITfli©S mJw I ▼ © 

manded the division since its acti¬ 
vation, arrived yesterday at Anza 
for the inactivation. Accompany¬ 
ing General Bradley were mem¬ 
bers of his staff. 

More than 1800 members of the 
division will arrive here for pro¬ 
cessing and shipment to separa¬ 
tion center. The officers and men 
arrive Saturday aboard the Gen¬ 
eral Langfitte. 

Records will probably be pro¬ 
cessed within 48 hours, it was re¬ 
vealed, but it is expected the men 
will be on their way to separa¬ 
tion centers within 24 hours of 
their arrival here. 

In inactivating the famed divi¬ 
sion, all records will be audited 
and property cleared. Morning re¬ 
ports, history of the organization, 
and all records will be processed, 
packed and forwarded to the 
proper War Department agencies. 

Overseas in '44 

The 96th was first activated 
August 15, 1942, at Camp Adair,

When the colors are lowered at 1700 on April 30 Camp 
Anza, a satellite installation of the Los Angeles Port of Em¬ 
barkation, will cease to be an active military reservation. 
JThe official closing of the Transportation Corps sta¬ 
tion, constructed at a cost of two 
million dollars, was announced 
this week by Col. Earle R. Sarles, 
LAPE Commander in the tem¬ 
porary absence of Brigadier Gen¬ 
eral James K. Herbert. Lt. Col. 
Winston Butscher is temporary 
CO of Camp Anza. 

The Los Angeles Port of Em¬ 
barkation will also be discontin¬ 
ued on April 30, Col. Sarles an¬ 
nounced. 

As of the closing day * Camp 
Anza will have. been in active 
for 1,246 days, 240 days 
-J day. Although con¬ 
struction was commenced in June 
1942 the camp was not officially 
activated until December 2, 1942. 

When the camp closes it will be 
turned over to a caretaker and 
a few civilian guards will be re¬ 
tained to protect the property. By 
summertime it is expected that 
the station will be placed in the 
custody of the Division Engineer 
of Los Angeles for disposal. 
Reduce Force 

Reduction in military and civ¬ 
ilian force started this week. Suf¬ 
ficient personnel will be retained 
to handle debarkees expected to 
arrive here in February for 
processing. No troops will bo 
received after February 28 ac¬ 
cording to present schedules but 
it is expected that it will be ap¬ 
proximately March 8 before all 
debarkees will be cleared from 
the station.

Continued vigilance in the 
checking of people making pur¬ 
chases at the Sales Commissary 
was promised this week by Capt.

Spot checks, inaugurated last 
week, will be continued, Captain 
Head said, to prevent unauthoriz¬ 
ed people from making purchases 
at the store. 

A check last Thursday showed 
eight unauthorized persons at¬ 
tempting to make purchases in 
a half-hour period.

Investigation show¬ 
ed that some personnel were 
ordering meat and groceries for 
neighbors and friends. 

Captain Head warned that the 
purchases are for the use of 
authorized personnel and their 
families only. 

Authorized personnel include 
military personnel stationed at 
Camp Anza and their authorized 
dependents, civilian employees of 
the camp who are authorized de¬ 
pendents of military personnel, 
retired Army personnel, authoriz¬ 
ed dependents of Camp Anza 
Army personnel stationed over¬ 
seas, and military personnel and 
their authorized dependents sta¬ 
tioned at Mira Loma Quarter¬ 
master Depot. 


Deadline 

March 8 is the deadline for the 
big reduction in permanent party 
here. At that time the comple¬ 
ment will consist of a small offi¬ 
cer, enlisted and civilian force to 
complete the task of inactivating 
the camp. 

The first slice in camp strength 
will take place in the next two 
weeks. By February 15 the total 
personnel will be reduced by ap¬ 
proximately 80 officers, 500 en¬ 
listed men and 300 civilians. The 
first military personel to leave 
will be those eligible for separa¬ 
tion from the service under ex¬ 
isting regulations.

RA Enlistment 
Rules Announced 

New regulations regarding en¬ 
listments in the peacetime Regu¬ 
lar Army were announced yester¬ 
day by Lt. Farnol X. Adler, post 
recruiting officer. 

Non-commissioned officers can 
now enlist in their grade within 
90 days of separation. The ruling, 
however, expires June 30, 1946, 
and after that NCO’s must enlist 
within 20 days of discharge to 
keep their rank. 

Officers now have 90 days fol¬ 
lowing last day of terminal leave 
to enlist in the first grade. This 
ruling also expires June 30, and 
starting July 1, 1946, officers have 
but 20 days to enlist in the first 
grade.

Civilian Personnel Explains 
Reduction of Force at Anza 

With the closing of camp slated for April 30, the Civil¬ 
ian Personnel Branch announced yesterday that each civ¬ 
ilian employe separated from duty on or before that date 
will receive a 30 day written notice of separation and will 


be carried 15 calendar days in a< 
work status. 

Persons will then be carried 
for an additional 15 days on an¬ 
nual leave or leave without pay 
(if no annual leave remains to 
their credit) which will enable 
them to endeavor to secure a 
transfer to another government 
agency or seek employment else¬ 
where. After this 30 day period 
any unused accrued annual leave 
still remaining to their credit will 
be given to them in a lump sum 
payment. 

Persons receiving their 30 day 
notice in connection with Re¬ 
duction in Force are entitled to 
examine regulations at the Civil¬ 
ian Personnel Brarich and if for 
any reason they believe that com¬ 
pliance has not been made with 
existing regulations governing 
Reduction in Force they may ap¬ 
peal in writing to the Regional 
Director, 12th United States Civil 
Service Region, 129 Appraisers 
building, San Francisco 11, Cali¬ 
fornia. Their appeal should state 
what Reduction in Force regula¬ 
tion was improperly applied in 
their case and must be made 10 
days following receipt of notifica¬ 
tion. 

Final Clearance 

Receipt of the 30 day notifica¬ 
tion letter pertaining to separation 
does not constitute final clear¬ 
ance from Camp Anza. Any in¬ 
dividual desiring to terminate 
before their official last day of 
work will first report to their 
supervisor and then to the Civil¬ 
ian Personnel Branch for camp 
clearance and official separation 
procedure. This will likewise be 
true for persons leaving the camp 
after they have served their 15 
days in a duty status. Final pay 
will be delayed unless proper 
camp clearance is obtained. 

Tontine 

With reference to Retirement 
Deduction Refund, persons who 
have received their Reduction in 
Force notification letters are 
eligible for a rebate of the entire

amount of retirement refund with 
no deduction for “tontine.” Ton-' 
tine is a specified charge of $1.00 
per month which is usually 
charged for handling the account* 
Persons may leave at any time 
after receiving their 30 day notice 
and will be not charged tontine, 
however, persons resigning be¬ 
fore being given their 30 day Re¬ 
duction in Force notification are 
subject to the $1.00 per month 
tontine charge. 

Rebates for retirement will be 
compiled and. paid by this in¬ 
stallation providing an individual 
has not worked at another gov¬ 
ernment agency wherein retire¬ 
ment has been deducted from 
their pay checks. In other words 
persons employed by more than 
one installation with retirement 
to their credit will receive their 
refund checks directly from Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. 

Form CSC 3005 

All employees interested in re¬ 
ceiving reimbursement of their 
retirement fund must complete an 
application form CSC 3005 en¬ 
titled “Application for refund of 
retirement deductions” which 
may be obtained from the Civil¬ 
ian Personnel Branch. 

Will Cooperate 

The Civilian Personnel Branch 
will do everything to, cooperate 
in the securing of employment 
for persons terminated as a result 
of Reduction in Force. Anza 
workers desiring a transfer to 
another government agency are 
advised to obtain Form 57 from 
Civilian Personnel Branch, com¬ 
plete it and mail to the 12th Civil 
Service Commission Region in 
San Francisco. Another way is to 
contact any government agency 
or War Department installation 
and show them your letter re¬ 
garding Reduction in Force and if 
employment and transfer is ac¬ 
ceptable notify the Civilian Per¬ 
sonnel Branch of this camp im¬ 
mediately. 

Civilians who wish to have their 
names placed on the Civil Serv¬ 
ice Commission Reemployment 
list should accomplish Form *57 
and Civil Service Form 2888 and 
mail both of the Regional Office 
in San Francisco. 

If you are a veteran you should 
apply to the veteran representa¬ 
tive at the USES in Riverside. 
Employment in private industry 
for other employes should be 
sought at the local USES.

for separation centers and will be 
followed by more than 300 enlist¬ 
ed men who have completed at 
least three years as of today. Be¬ 
tween February 15 and March 8 
Camp Anza will lose 200 more 
officers, 700 enlisted men and 500 
civilians. 

When the camp is reduced 
to its March 8 status, all offi¬ 
cers and enlisted men who have 
sufficient points or service for 
discharge will be back to civilian 
life or on their way. Those in¬ 
eligible for release from the serv¬ 
ice will be transferred to other 
stations for further duty unless 
retained here. 

Essential Civilians 

Certain civilian employes, 
selected as most essential to 
handle inactivation will be re¬ 
tained until April 30. Every ef¬ 
fort will be made to find other 
employment for all employes 
prior to their last day of duty 
here. All civilian personnel will 
be separated in accordance with 
Civil Service Reduction in Force 
procedures on or before April 30. 

30 Day Notice 

Individual notice will be given 
each employe prior to date of 
separation. Employes will be giv¬ 
en a 30 day notice, at least two 
weeks of which will be in a duty 
status. Non-veterans will be 
separated before veterans in the 
same competitive levels. 

The camp Station Hospital, 
which expects to hospitalize its 
10,000th patient within the week, 
will accept no more patients for 
treatment after February 28, said 
Major Benjamin Dilorio, Hospital 
Co. 

Transfer Patients 

Patients in the hospital at that 
time will be transferred to anoth¬ 
er military institution, probably 
at Camp Haan. During March and 
April medical attention will be 
available at one dispensary which 
will remain open until the camp 
closes. 

Suspend Service 

The million dollar QM Laundry 
will suspend its service to eight 
camps and hospitals in Southern 
California and Nevada February 
1 and launder only for the Port 
and this camp. By February 15 
approximately 125 employes will 
be dropped from the rolls leaving 
95 workers to operate the plant. 
Many of the laundry workers y/ill 
be jumping into similar positions 
at the Camp Haan and Norco 
Hospital laundries. Both of these 
laundries are doing all their hir¬ 
ing from the surplus personnel 
here. 

Camp Anza expects to wind up 
its staging assignments by pro¬ 
cessing approximately 50,000 de- 
barkees during the month of Feb¬ 
ruary. No embarkation opera¬ 
tions are anticipated.

Oregon. During World War I 
plans to organize the 96th were 
cancelled when the Armistice was 
signed. In 1923 it was organized 
“on paper” as a Pacific Northwest 
reserve division. The division 
trained in Oregon and at Camp 
San Louis Obispo, California. It 
went overseas in July 1944. 

Invaded Leyte 

First combat action for the 
Deadeyes came during the inva¬ 
sion of Leyte when the 96th went 
ashore with the armada of units 
assembled by General MacArthur. 
It was the initial Allied smash at 
the Philippines, and elements of 
the 382nd and 383rd infantry regi¬ 
ments plunged through the surf in 
their first attack. In two months 
the division, along with the 7th 
and 77th, liberated the island. 

At Okinawa Too 

The 96th hit the beaches again 
April 1, 1945, following intensive 
training, this time at Okinawa as 
part of the 10th Army. Against 
the fanatical resistance of the Nip 
defenders, the Deadeyes fought 
like veterans. 

Highlight of this action on Oki¬ 
nawa came on May 14, 1945, when 
the division took two of the 
toughest defense positions on the 
island. A month later the 96th 
cracked the center of the previous¬ 
ly outflanked Jap defense line on 
Southern Okinawa by capturing 
the 500-foot high Yaegu Hill. 
When the Okinawa campaign end¬ 
ed June 20, the 96th continued 
combat activities by taking part in 
the mopping up of isolated Jap 
units. 

The division shoulder patch is 
a white diamond and blue dia¬ 
mond which overlap, both being 
superimposed oh a six-sided patch 
with khaki background.

Subsequent editors included 
Capt. Charles C. Wright and 1st 
Lt. A. W. Minard. First enlisted 
man editor was Pvt Eli Bell who 
is now Public Relations Officer 
for this camp. 

In October 1943 he took over 
editorship of the newspaper un¬ 
der the supervision of the special 
service officer. A year later, 
Sergeant Bell departed for TC 
OCS at New Orleans and Pfc 
George Repp, who had been his 
assistant, moved up to the editor’s 
job. Pvt. Ben A. Aron was add¬ 
ed to the Zip staff in December 
1944. 

T/4 Joseph A. Gendron joined 
the staff in March 1945' and on 
Sgt. Repp’s discharge from the 
Army last fall became the new 
editor. Pvt. .Reavis Wincklei*, 
present assistant editor, joined up 
last September. In October Pvt 
Leonard Engardio hitched up as 
staff artist. 

Trfd. To PRO 

From January 1944 to August 
1945 the newspaper’s supervising 
officer was Major Melverne W. 
Aldrich, special service officer. In 
August supervision of the paper 
was transferred to the Public Re¬ 
lations Officer, Lt. Eli Bell, who 
upon graduating from OCS was 
returned to Camp Anza for 
assignment as PRO. 

The newspaper is printed by the 
Riverside Press-Enterprise and is 
financed, at no expense to the 
Army, by the Central Post Fund.
